fond of getting high. The people of New Hampshire, how- 
ever, are not themselves uncommonly partial to high living, 
although they recommend it to others. 

Lakes.—New Hampshire has several fine lakes, of which 
On the borders of 
this body of water, in the proper season, much beautiful 
scenery may be seen. 

Curtosities.—The most remarkable natural curiosity is 
“the Great Gap,” which is yearly visited by crowds of gaping 
travellers, who readily swallow many hard stories in regard 
to its history. Besides this, the profile of the human counte- 
nance, exhibited on “ the Great Haystack,” and called * the 
old man of the mountains,” is somewhat picturesque. 

Climate.—New Hampshire is not favored with a very 
agreeable climate. The weather is by no means at all times 
of the mildest character. ‘The township of Franconia in this 
State, is the coldest place in the world, the thermometer 
there, in winter, regularly standing at some twenty degrees 
below zero. 

Besides this, the section of the country in the vicinity of 
Bellows’ Falls is exceedingly windy, and in all parts of the 
State, Hae storms are frequent. 

Animals.—W oodchucks, weasels, and catamounts are nu- 
merous here, but coons are scarce. The most remarkable 


black sheep which are to be found. 

Reptiles.—The longest reptile ever seen in America, was 
the Great Sea Serpent, which was seen off Portsmouth har- 
bour, by some seamen, about the year 1830. It has not been 
seen since. 

Inhabitants.—The inhabitants of this State were once en- 
tirely savage, but they are now less so. In the Northern 
parts, the people are thin, but in the Southern Section, they 
are thicker. 

Chief towns.—The chief towns are Portsmouth, Concord 
and Keene. Portsmouth is the only place in the State where 
men of war, and other low craft are harboured, Concord 1s in- 
habited by a company of peaceful Quakers, and Keene is the 
residence of a gang of Sharpers. 

Manufactures.—In Dover, lots of smart girls turn out 
many yards of cotton cloth daily, and something is done in 
the way of manufactures in other places. 

Exports.—The principal exports of this State are rocks, 
maple sugar and apple sauce. 

Amusements.—The chief amusements set on foot by the 
men are sleigh-riding, snowballing, turkey-shooting and corn- 
husking. The ladies also have quilting bees, sewing meet- 
ings and tea-gatherings. As these diversions, however, are 
considered to have a highly immoral tendency, they are be- 
ginning to be discontinued. 

Improvements.—Something has been done in the way of 
external and interna} improvements, but there is still room 
for improvement. 

Politics.—A great majority of the politicians of this State

Music.—Many of the people of this State are great sing- 
ers.

PRAYER TO THE HONORABLE— THE LEGISLATURE OF 
MARYLAND, 


Whereas, a Law passed the last session of the Maryland 
Legislature, entitled An act for the better regulation of the 
Hotels and Taverns on the Christian Sabbath—prohibiting | 
the sale, barter, use or disposal of spirituous liquors or intoxi- 
cating drinks on every Sunday after the Ist day of June, 1548, 
under a penalty and forfeiture of license; and whereas such 
a law will be detrimental to the rights of a large portion of 
the community, and inimical to the convenience of the citi- 
zens at large, by depriving them of the opportunity of meet- 
ing and exchanging opinions with their friends and acquain- 
tances upon all subjects both religious and temporal, and 
whereas we deem it an unalienable right of every citizen to 
have the advantage of public meeting places in various loca- 
tions both in town and country, where, on this privileged 
day, he can eat, drink, fast, pray, sing, converse, preach, 
dance, jump, laugh or cry, as may best suit his taste or con- 
venience, no matter whether church or chapel, tavern or 
tabernacle, stable or caravansary, bower or grove, he shall 
forever be at liberty to make his voluntary selection, provided 
he pay all the necessary dues and expenses, and observe all 
the forms, ceremonies and customs incident to such locations, 
no matter whether superintended by one Barnum, an hotel 
keeper, one NicopeMus, a coppersinith, one CurisTIAN, a 
potion vender, or one CANTWELL, a preacher ; and whereas 
such a law is deemed by us a complete usurpation upon our 
rights and privileges as moral citizens by divesting us of 
those conveniences and innocent indulgences of amusement 
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JOHN-DONKEY. 
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and information which ought never to be withheld from a 
rational community, and upon which no public sentiment has 
hitherto ever invited legislation—we pray you that it be 
Resolved, That these laws of moral restraint may be tole- 
rated in countries where the rulers are tyrants, and their 
subjects are in utter darkness, but in this free and enlight- 
ened community, where religion and civilization are march- 
ing hand in hand to consummate the perfection of our natures, 
and secure the divinity of our souls, we can augur no good 
from such unca)led-for restraints, as they question the moral 
capacity of our citizens as free and responsible agents; that 
it is a direct insult to that distinguished personage the God- 
dess of Liberty, who recognises no such authority, who will 
tell you that such matters should be left to the free volition 
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363 
of every individual when they do not seriously interpose with 
moral right, in which case a law to restrain is identical with 
a law to compel, and might be smuggled through the Legis- 
lature to force you to swallow that which they now compel 
you to repudiate; that it is mere milk and water legislation, 
and had you been acting for yourselves alone, and not for the 
dear people, or rather for the dear popularity, you would 
never have sanctioned such a ridiculous measure. 

Resolved, ‘That it will in al] probability be the means of a 
great number of citizens carrying pocket pistols, heavily 
loaded, by which it is feared many will get shot in the neck, 
and that the domestic side-board, which now holds the Bible 
and the Prayer Book, will be again desecrated to the use of 
the bottle and the decanter, by which the young idea will 
easily contract the contagion of inebriety from the force of 
example or the presence of that liquid which may lead him 
into temptation: That the Decalogue itself makes no such in- 
junction, and the Christian in sacred communion imbibes the 
holy pledge in wine converted by his Redeemer for that pur- 
pose, to give strength and energy to his drooping spirit.

pure art, almost mechanical—requiring neither genius, taste, 
wit, nor judgment—and accessible to every impudent and 
contemptible mountebank, who may choose to slander a lady, 
and then plead insanity to shelter himself from the vengeance 
of her relatives, 

You must by all means choose a subject, which every one 
under ordinary management could comprehend. ‘To mystify 
sich a thing as this proves your genius. An ordinary man, 
in an ordinary dusquisition upon a vegetable so ordinary as 
potatoes, would be easy to comprehend. What he wrote 


those who read would fathom at once. But if you write about 
such a matter, satisfy them that although you may be your- 
self the smallest of small potatoes, you and your productions 


are alike dithcult of digestion. 
Pay great attention to minutiw, and lay great stress on 
trifles. ‘This makes the reader expect that the story will 


hinge upon these especially, and he becomes very thankful 


if he be dis ippointed. For instance—if your hero wear boots, 
vive the exact height of their heels, the breadth of their toes, 
the name of their maker, and the number of pegs in their 
soles. Every one will conclude that you are possessed of an 
observation so rigorous that nothing can escape it, and think 


you qualified at least tosearch in a haystack for a lost needle. 

You can frequently produce a great effect by writing the 
first part of your work with a certain design, which you 
change before you get to the end. This will make a very 
pretty confusion. But your best plan is to carry your work 
through without any design at all. Thus, neither yourself 
nor your reader will understand your intent; and to effect 
this delicious state of bewilderment is the true office of the 
Germanesque. 

Prefsee your production by a number of quotations, from as 
many languages as possible. It is not necessary that these 
should have any reference to the subject, indeed, that they 
should have any meaning. Your purpose will be sufficiently 


answered, if you impress your reader with a belief that you 


are a profound linguist and an untiring reader,

of these requisites. It has been attributed to Mr. Por. We 
are not sure that it is from the pen of that very distinguished 
writer; but if not his, is a palpable imitation of his style.

I lost no time, of course, in making a visit to Rome—the 
city of the seven hills, as it is called. The city stands on an 
almost perfectly level plain—and the famed seven hills either 
never existed or have been leveled down—there being no

sold and imbibed. [O tempora! O mores!] The Pope is an 
old baldheaded shoemaker, whose real Christian name is 
Joun. His neighbors do not consider him a remarkably 
Pius man. He smokes a pipe and drinks bad whiskey, and 
lives in a small shop, in a bye street, on the outskirts of the 
town. The renowned heroes, poets, orators and sages, have 
all left Rome, and taken up their abodes in different parts of 
the State. Scipio, Seneca and Caro are in Cayuga county ; 
Virait and Cincinnatus in Cortland county ; Ovip and 
Romutus in Seneca county; Fasivs, Pompey, MARcELLUS 
and Mantius in Onondaga. Cicero is living quietly near 
Liverpool. Swirr Camituus resides on the plain which he 
took such great pains to scour. [I did not learn whether this 
scouring was effected with Bath brick or rotten stone. | 
Having remained in Rome a sufficient length of time to see 
all that was worth seeing, I took my leave of it, and pro- 
ceeded to Naples, which is in the south part of Ontario 
county. The principal object I had in view in visiting this 
place was to = e the famous Bay ; but in this I was sadly dis- 
appointed. Naples stands on the bank of a small stream 
which runs into Canandaigua Lake; and if ever there was 4 
bay of water in front of the town, it must have long since 
dried up. [am inclined to believe that the Bay of Naples— 
understood literally—never existed ; but that it isto be taken 
in a figurative or allegorical sense, -- thus — the place !s 
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dourishing like a green bay-tree ; the prevailing color of the 
norses is bay; the dogs bay the moon; there is an immense 
oumber of ba-bies in the town; the children generally either 
obey or disobey their parents; and the doors of the grog-shops 
are covered with green or red baize, fastened with brass 
nails, with the word “ Push” on one side and “ Pull” on the 
other. ‘The inhabitants of Naples are divided into two classes 
—called the Maccaroni and the Lazzaroni. The former class 
is composed of the storekeepers and wealthy farmers ; and the 
latter of those who get their bread and butter by hook or 
crook, and who frequent the taverns and smoke long nines, 
drink whiskey, and talk politics. 

The foregoing interesting facts are detailed from memory, 
the notes taken during my journey having unfortunately been 
iost or mislaid. I think, however, they will be found to be 
substantially correct. I must inform your subscriber that the 
iourney during which the above information was obtained, 
was performed previous to the recent struggle for liberty by 
the people of the places I have mentioned. At the time of 
my visit all was quiet, the people peacefully pursuing their 
usual occupations, and no sign of discontent was visible on 
the surface of society.
